THE EXPERTS’ SECOND REPORT. 


At 3.15 pm. yesterday the experts’ segond 
report on the situation of the Sacreries Com- 
pany was to a large and interested au- 
dienog: The three experts, Sir William Will- 
cocks, Fourneron Bey, and M. Sampaolo, were 
present, as were Harari Pasha, the Hon. A. 
J. Davey, M. Naus, and many well-known 
legal and fivancial personalities. Jadge Tack 
opened the sitting and, the clerk of the coort, 
M. Zigliara, read the lengthy report of the 
experts for tbe ‘next honr. 

We have not the space to give our readers 
the full text of this long and important 
document. Suffice to say that the experts 
ctiticise the administration of,the company in 
severe terms and have much to say concern- 
irg the conduct of previous anditors of the 
company's accounts. On the. other hand, 
the Hon. A. J. Davey escapes from the cen- 
sure of the experts, which weighs only too 
heavily on some of the directors, thenks 
to the publication © ot correspondence’ ex- 
changed between him and M. Cronier which 
proves that be entirely disagreed with -the 
sotion of his’ colleagues. 

This correspondence consists of two doon- 
ments, v'z:— ;

BERLIN IN 44-DAYS. 


The Vienna correspondent of the “Financial 
News” says that the Austrian Lloyd is now 
threatened’ with serious competition in its 
Levant and. Bgyptian lines, which ditherto 
have bean reckoned amongst the best-psying 
services of Austria's principal navigation con-, 
cern. It is announced that, with the co- 
operation of the North German Lloyd, on 
arrangement has been arrived at for the crea- 
tion of an ‘express service between Central 
Europe and Egypt, vid Roumania, whereby the 
journey from Berlin to Alexandria would not 
‘take,more than four and a half days at. the 
ntmost. : ;
